REPORT BY COUNTY COUNCILLOR JOHN 
REYNOLDS 
Cambridgeshire County Council has a strong commit- 
ment to improving children's services, according to 
inspectors from OfSTED. They praised the authority's 
'robust' self-assessment procedures and the advice and 
support given by managers, and said the quality of the 
casework delivered was good. They also highlighted a 
lack of capacity in one team, including a high turnover 
of staff, and identified recruitment difficulties in 
another. Inspectors also found that referral and 
assessment procedures in one office were not strong 
enough. However, they stressed that managers had 
already identified and prioritised key areas of concern 
and had taken immediate action where appropriate. 


Record numbers of people have flocked to use 
Huntingdon's new Library and Archives Centre 
since it opened in June, with 24,000 visitors in the first 
month alone. The library has clocked up an amazing 
1,000 new members and lent out over 30,000 books in 
its first few weeks - a rise of 37% on the former 
building. 

Cambridgeshire County Council wants to hear, in a 
12-week consultation on its community engagement 
strategy and action plan, how residents want to be 
involved in decisions which affect their future. The 
Council welcomes people's views on the strategy and 
action plan, and particularly on whether they would 
like to see more opportunities to: 

“Keep up to date through Facebook and Twitter - 
raise and discuss local issues with the council, and 
find out about developments in council services, 
online through internet sites and forums 
* Have your say at Neighbourhood Panels - raise 
local issues and agree local priorities face-to-face with 
Councillors and other statutory agencies including the 
Police. 

* Voice Your Choice - make decisions and vote on 
how money should be spent in your local area 
* Get involved - create a vision and plan for your 
local community. Communities have used this process 
to raise funds for new facilities like play and sports 
areas.

POLICE — DISTRACTION & 
BURGLARIES ~ abe 
Most people who call at your home will 
be genuine, but sometimes people tum 
up unannounced, with the intention of ~ 7 
tricking their way into people's f : ; 
homes. they are known as ‘distraction 
burglars’ or ‘bogus callers’, whose only 
aim is to get into homes to distract people and steal their 
money or valuables. You should always be aware when 
someone you don't know calls at your door. By using the 
following advice, you can protect yourself and vulnerable 
members of your family. 
Bogus callers may be smartly dressed and claim to be 
from the police, the council, health organisations or gas, 
water or electric companies. They can be very convinc- 
ing and persuasive. They may be men, women or even 
children using excuses from a drink of water to a lost 
pet, people may use any story. They often use ‘props’ 
like an identity card or wear overalls with a company 
logo. If you are in any doubt, keep them out! 
If you are expecting the caller, remember to check their 
identification very carefully against the letter you have been 
sent before you let them in. Any official visitors should always 
arrange an appointment beforehand. If you are not expecting 
them and are alone, ask them to call back when youknow you 
will have someone with you. 
Always 

LOCK - Keep your front and back doors locked, even 
when at home. 
STOP - Before you answer the door, stop and think if 
you are expecting anyone. Check that you have locked 
any back door and taken the key out. Look through the 
spyhole or the window to see who it is. 
CHAIN - If you decide to open the door, put the door 
chain or bar on first. (normally, when the door is shut 
and locked, leave the bar or chain off in case you need to 
get out in an emergency.) 
CHECK - Check their details, ask for and carefully check their 
identity card before you let them into your house. 
Bogus callers can also turn up as builders or gardeners 
and try to trick you into paying for unnecessary 


work. You should never agree to having work done 
by someone who is just passing, or take their word 
that work needs to be done at all. 
Genuine callers will always be happy to make an 
appointment to call and will carry an identity card 
with a photograph. They won't mind waiting if you 
want to phone and confirm their identity or if you 
want to rearrange an appointment for when somebody 
else is home. 

Bogus callers sometimes work in pairs or even 
teams. They are often well organised. One will 
distract the person while the other searches the house 
for money or other valuables. Do not keep large 
amounts of money in your home! 

If you think a bogus caller has called at your door, 
report it to us immediately, try to give us a descrip- 
tion of the person/s and inform Neighbours in case 
they try other homes. 

If you haven't already got a 
door chain or bar fitted you 
should think about getting 
one. A door bar only costs a 
few pounds and is easier than a 
chain. These act as useful 
barriers when talking to an 
unexpected caller, it is a 
worthwhile investment (see page 30 for the Bobby 
Scheme). 

The gas, water and electricity companies now have a 
password system for older and vulnerable custom- 
ers. Customers give the company a word which is 
confidential to them and the company. when their 
representative calls, they will be expected to tell the 
customer the password and prove they are genuine. 


Remember though most callers to your home will be 
genuine.

by some members of the Parish

ELECTORAL RECORDS 
32,000 South Cambridgeshire households have secured 
their ability to vote in the next election. That's the 
message from South Cambridgeshire District Council as 
it carries out its annual canvass of electors across the 
district. 
With a general election due by June next year, everyone 
is being urged to make sure the correct details are held 
on the electoral register. Over 61,000 forms have been 
sent to households across South Cambridgeshire, asking 
residents to check their details, amend anything that has 
changed and add anyone who is currently 18 as well as 
any 16 or 17-year olds. If you don't register, you can't 
vote, and will lose your democratic voice. 
The register is also used by all the main credit 
companies as a check when anyone wants a mort- 
gage, a loan or even a mobile phone. Anyone not 
listed may find it difficult to get approval for these 
kinds of services. 
Reminders will be send and finally a canvasser will 
knock at the door. The more people who respond 
straight away, the less money has to be spent chasing it 
up, so please reply as soon as possible.
